LEADERS  IN  EDUCATION  FIELD  ALERTED  TO  REPEAT 
OF  ‘THE  KREMLIN,'  NBC  NEWS  COLOR  TV  SPECIAL 


Thousands  of  school  superintendents,  state  commissioners  of 
education  and  other  leaders  in  the  field  of  education  have  been 
alerted  to  the  rebroadcast  of  "The  Kremlin,"  the  NBC  News  color  TV 
special  on  the  history  of  the  Moscow  citadel,  Tuesday,  June  4 
(7:30-8:30  p.m.  EDT). 

William  R.  McAndrew,  Executive  Vice  President  in  charge  of 
NBC  News,  wrote  to  14,000  school  superintendents  and  state  librarians 
and  wired  state  commissioners  of  education  and  education  writers  and 
editors  informing  them  of  the  rebroadcast  of  "The  Kremlin." 

He  said  that  the  program  "offers  a  special  opportunity  for 
students  in  elementary  and  secondary  schools  to  study  and  witness 
Russian  history  by  viewing  in  dramatic  form  the  very  places  where  this 
history  unfolded." 

In  addition,  two  leading  education  associations  alerted 
their  members  to  the  rebroadcast.  The  National  Education  Association 
sent  a  "flash  bulletin"  to  6,000  of  its  members  and  the  American 
Association  of  Colleges  for  Teacher  Education  sent  a  telegram  to  its 
500  members.

NOTABLES  PARTICIPATE  IN  MEMORIAL  TRIBUTES  TO  POPE 
ON  NBC  NEWS'  SPECIAL  TV  AND  RADIO  PROGRAMS 

Leading  religious  personalities  paid  tribute  to  Pope  John  XXIII 
in  memorial  programs  presented  by  NBC  News  on  the  NBC  Television  and 
Radio  Networks. 

Immediately  following  the  death  of  the  Pope  yesterday  (Monday, 
June  3 )>  NBC  interrupted  regular  TV  and  radio  programs  to  announce  the 
news  and  scheduled  three  NBC  News  specials. 

A  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  Pope,  chronicling  his  life  and 
works,  was  presented  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  June  3  (9:30-10  p.m.  EDT). 

NBC  News  correspondent  Frank  Blair  narrated  the  program,  in  which  tape, 
film  and  slides  were  used  to  show  the  scenes  of  milestones  in  the  Pope's 
life,  from  boyhood  and  youth  on  through  his  career.  The  program 
included  film  of  his  coronation  and  taped  coverage  of  the  opening 
ceremony  of  the  Ecumenical  Council  Oct.  11,  1962,  that  was  transmitted 
to  the  U.  S.  via  the  Telstar  communications  satellite.  James  Courtney 
produced  the  program. 

An  evaluation  of  the  pontificate  of  Pope  John  was  scheduled  by 
NBC  News  for  presentation  in  a  special  full-hour  memorial  tonight 
(Tuesday,  June  4  on  NBC-TV  8:30-9:30  p.m.  EDT).  A  major  portion  of  the 
program  will  offer  comments  from  notables  about  the  Pope  and  the 
Ecumenical  Council. 

Included  are  Msgr.  Joaquim  Nabuko,  Brazilian  envoy  to  the 
Council;  Dr.  Henry  Van  Dusen,  retired  president  of  Union  Theological

Seminary;  Dr.  Frederick  Grant,  an  Episcopalian,  a  former  president  of  the 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  who  was  an  observer  at  the  Council, 
representing  the  Anglican  communion;  Dr.  James  Nichols  of  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary,  who  attended  the  Council  as  an  observer  for  the 
Presbytery  Alliance;  Methodist  Bishop  Fred  Corson  of  Philadelphia,  who 
attended  the  Council  representing  the  World  Methodist  Council;  Dr. 

Robert  McAfee  Brown,  professor  of  religion  at  Stanford  University; 
Chancellor  Germanes  of  the  Greek  Orthodox  Church;  Dr.  Geoffrey  Fisher, 
former  Archibishop  of  Canterbury;  and  Rabbi  Jacob  Kaufman,  vice  president 
of  United  Hebrew  Congregations. 

In  a  filmed  interview,  from  Rome,  NBC  News  correspondent 
Merrill  Mueller  talks  about  the  Pope  with  Father  Robert  O’Donnell,  an 
attache  of  the  Paulist  Fathers  in  the  Vatican. 

This  special  program,  narrated  by  Frank  McGee,  also  traces  the 
career  of  Pope  John  with  still  photographs  and  films,  some  footage 
showing  the  Pope  opening  the  Ecumenical  Council  in  Rome  last  Fall.  NBC 
News*  senior  European  correspondent  Joseph  C.  Harsch  will  speak  about  the 
Pope’s  career  as  a  diplomat. 

Chet  Hagan  is  producer  of  this  NBC  News  special. 

Pope  John  died  at  2:49  p.m.  EDT  June  3.  At  2:53  p.m.  EDT, 
NBC-TV  carried  a  bulletin  with  details  of  the  Pope’s  passing.  At 
3:30  p.m.  EDT,  NBC  News'  Rome  correspondent  Irving  R.  Levine  was  heard  in 
a  five -minute  audio  report  on  the  funeral  arrangements  and  the  illness 
that  took  the  Pope's  life. 

From  4  to  4:05  p.m.  EDT,  Bill  Ryan  in  New  York  repeated  the 
facts  of  the  Pope's  death.  Merrill  Mueller  was  heard  on  an  audio  circuit 
from  Rome,  explaining  the  process  by  which  affairs  of  the  Church  will  be 
handled  until  a  new  Pope  is  elected.  Ryan  also  read  a  tribute  issued  by 
President  Kennedy.

"Pacem  in  Terris  --  A  Tribute  to  His  Holiness  Pope  John  XXIII" 
was  broadcast  on  the  NBC  Radio  Network  June  3  (9:05-10  p.m.  EDT).  Frank 
Blair  narrated  the  program,  which  traced  the  career  of  the  Pope. 
Participants  in  the  program  included  the  Rev.  Robert  O'Donnell,  an 
attache  of  the  Paulist  Fathers  to  the  Vatican;  the  Rev.  Gustav  Weigel  of 
Woodstock  College,  Md.;  Dr.  Robert  McAfee  Brown,  professor  of  religion 
at  Stanford  University;  and  U  Thant,  Secretary  General  of  the  United 
Nations. 

NBC  News'  Rome  correspondent  Irving  R.  Levine  reported  from 
the  Vatican  on  the  Pope's  death.  Merrill  Mueller,  NBC  News  correspondent 
on  special  assignment  in  Rome,  explained  the  election  of  a  successor  to 
Pope  John.  Frank  Bourgholtzer ,  former  NBC  News’  Moscow  correspondent, 
spoke  of  the  thaw  in  relations  in  recent  years  between  the  Kremlin  and 
the  Vatican.

WIDELY -ACCLAIMED  ‘BOB  HOPE  MOSCOW  SHOW, ‘  WITH  NOTABLE 
PERFORMERS  AND  STAR’S  MONOLOGUE,  TO  BE  REPEATED 

Program  Opens  12-Week  Summer  last  of  Shows  Sponsored  by  Purex 
_ 

Bob  Hope  will  be  back  on  NBC-TV  Thursday,  June  27  (10  to 
11  p.m.  EDT),  in  a  repeat  of  the  "Bob  Hope  Moscow  Show." 

The  widely-acclaimed  full-hour  made-in-Russia  film  show  was 
originally  telecast  by  the  network  April  5j  1958.  It  will  be  the  first 
offering  in  a  12-week  schedule  of  programs  to  be  sponsored  by  the  Purex 
Company  in  the  Thursday  night  time-period  this  Summer. 

Some  of  Russia’s  greatest  entertainment  figures  and  artists 
are  featured  in  the  Hope  show.  They  include  David  Oistrakh,  the  violin¬ 
ist;  Galina  Ulanova,  the  prima  ballerina;  Oleg  Popov,  the  clown; 

Arkadi  Raikin,  the  comedian;  Uri  Barov  and  his  animal  act;  the 
Ukraine  State  Dancers  and  movie  stars  Shigalova,  Skovtsova  and 
Cherednichenko . 

Among  the  program’s  highlights  is  the  monologue  Hope  delivered 
during  a  show  in  Spasso  House,  the  Moscow  residence  of  Llewellyn  E. 
Thompson,  then  American  ambassador  to  the  Soviet  Union. 

The  program  was  made  during  Hope’s  trip  to  Moscow  in  March, 
1958,  when  he  visited  the  Soviet  capital  as  a  cultural  emissary  of  the 
State  Department.  Some  of  the  film  was  obtained  from  the  Russian 
government,  and  other  footage  was  shot  on  the  spot  with  the  help  of 
Soviet  photographers. 

This  will  be  the  program’s  third  presentation.  It  was  first 
repeated  Jan.  25,  1959.

NBC -OWNED  WNBQ  AND  WMAQ  AGAIN  LEAD  ALL  CHICAGO  STATIONS 
IN  AWARDS  FROM  ILLINOIS  PRESS  BROADCASTERS  ASSOCIATION 

Television  station  WNBQ  and  radio  station  WMAQ,  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company’s  owned  stations  in  Chicago,  won  a  total  of  nine 
awards  in  the  Illinois  Press  Broadcasters  Association’s  annual  news 
awards  competition  to  again  lead  all  Chicago  stations  in  number  of 
honors . 

WNBQ,  with  three  first-place  and  two  second-place  awards  lead 
all  Chicago  stations  in  total  number  of  citations.  WMAQ,  with  a  total  of 
four  awards  --  two  firsts  and  two  seconds  --  topped  all  metropolitan 
radio  stations  in  the  Associated  Press  honors.  The  NBC  Chicago  outlets 
also  topped  Chicago  stations  in  last  year’s  competition  with  nine  awards. 

Newsman  Len  O’Connor  won  first  place  in  both  radio  and  tele¬ 
vision  competition  for  ’’Best  Editorial  or  Commentary  Show"  with  his  WMAQ 
and  WNBQ  "Len  O’Connor"  programs.  O’Connor  also  won  first  place  in  last 
year’s  radio  competition.  WNBQ’s  special  on  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission’s  hearings  in  Chicago  last  year  was  voted  the  top  award  for 
"Best  Special  Events  Coverage." 

Everett  Mitchell’s  Saturday  morning  "Farm  Forum"  program  was 
the  other  WNBQ  first-place  winner  in  "Best  Regular  Farm  Program"  category. 
Mitchell’s  "Farm  and  Home"  show  on  WMAQ  placed  second  in  the  radio  farm 
program  competition.  WNBQ’s  documentary  on  Cook  Hospital  and  the 
station’s  nightly  10  p.m.  "Night  Report"  news  program  received  second- 
place  awards  in  the  metropolitan  Chicago  TV  awards.

"Profiles  in  Courage"  was  written  by  the  President  in  1955 
while  he  was  a  United  States  Senator  and  was  recovering  from  an 
operation  necessitated  by  injuries  suffered  during  World  War  II.  The 
author  was  awarded  the  Pulitzer  Prize  for  Biography  in  1957  for  this 
work.  Published  by  Harper  &  Brothers,  it  was  on  the  "best  sellers" 
lists  for  a  total  of  more  than  two  years,  and  has  appeared  in  four 
American  editions  --  the  original,  the  Inaugural  Edition,  the  "Young 
Readers  Edition"  and  the  paperback;  Ninety  separate  foreign  language 
editions  have  been  published  or  are  under  contract  to  be  published.

ADDRESS  OF  ROBERT  V/.  SARNOFF  TO  PARENTS  AND  TEACHERS  GROUP 
PUT  IN  CONGRESSIONAL  RECORD  BY  REPRESENTATIVE  OREN  HARRIS 

Representative  Oren  Harris  (D.-Ark.),  Chairman  of  the  House 
Committee  on  Interstate  and  Foreign  Commerce,  has  inserted  into  the 
Congressional  Record  an  address  delivered  last  month  by  Robert  W. 
Sarnoff,  Chairman  of'  the  Board  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company. 

In  his  accompanying  remarks.  Representative  Harris  noted  that 
Mr.  Sarnoff  had  spoken  before  the  National  Congress  of  Parents  and 
Teachers  in  Miami,  May  21,  on  the  subject  of  "Television  and  Children. " 

"The  subject,"  Representative  Harris  said,  "is  of  great 
interest  to  the  American  people  and  what  Mr.  Sarnoff  had  to  say  on  this 
subject  is  timely. 

"Part  of  his  remarks  are  addressed  to  the  role  of  educational 
television  as  distinguished  from  commercial  broadcasting.  There  is 
quite  a  public  debate  going  on  at  the  present  time  as  to  what  the  proper 
roles  are  of  educational  and  commercial  television  respectively. 

Mr.  Sarnof f 1 s  views  on  this  particular  subject  ought  to  be  noted  as  a 
part  of  this  public  debate." 

In  the  Miami  address,  Mr.  Sarnoff  stressed  the  "unique 
opportunities"  of  educational  television  to  enlarge  the  total  contri¬ 
bution  of  television  to  the  nation.  He  described  these  as  opportunities 
to  present  in  detail  subjects  which  are  of  special  interest  to  some 
members  of  the  total  audience;  to  engage  in  program  experimentation  that 
may  initially  attract  a  small  number  of  viewers;  and  to  provide  formal 
instruction  to  help  meet  the  critical  problems  of  an  overburdened 
educational  system.

OF  THE  INTEGRATION  CRISIS  IN  THE  SOUTH 


NBC -TV  presented  three  hours  of  coverage  of  the  Alabama 
Integration  crisis  --  more  than  any  other  television  network  --  in 
special  and  regular  NBC  News  programs  yesterday,  Tuesday,  June  11. 

(NOTE:  All  time  references  are  EDT. ) 

A  full-hour  special  program  including  President  Kennedy’s 
address  to  the  nation  was  carried  from  7:30-8:30  p.m.  The  entire  "Chet 
Huntley  Reporting"  program  (10:30-11  p.m.)  was  devoted  to  the  Alabama 
situation. 

NBC-TV  was  nearly  12  minutes  ahead  of  any  other  television 
network  in  presenting  live  reporting  from  Tuscaloosa  of  the  first 
confrontation  of  Alabama’s  Governor  George  C.  Wallace  and  federal 
officials  escorting  Vivian  J.  Malone  and  James  A.  Hood  to  the  University 
of  Alabama  campus.  The  coverage  began  at  12:49  p.m.,  with  NBC  News 
correspondent  Robert  Abernethy  reporting  developments  over  a  direct 
telephone  line  to  the  NBC  mobile  studio  in  downtown  Tuscaloosa. 
Correspondent  Richard  Valeriani  in  this  studio  relayed  the  information 
to  the  television  audience. 

The  coverage,  which  continued  to  1:07 -p.m.,  included  reports 
of  the  confrontation,  the  governor’s  statement  in  refusing  to  admit  Miss 
Malone  and  Hood  to  the  university,  and  the  statement  by  Deputy 
Attorney  General  Nicholas  deB.  Katzenbach  that  they  would  be  enrolled 
later  in  the  day.

President  Kennedy  watched  the  NBC-TV  coverage,  NBC  News  White 
House  correspondent  Sander  Vanocur  reported  in  a  radio  news  broadcast. 

Pooled  tape  coverage  of  the  developments  was  carried  on  NBC-TV 
from  1:19  to  1:36  p.m.  In  a  bulletin  at  1:47  p.m.  NBC  News  reported 
that  President  Kennedy  had  issued  an  executive  order  federalizing  the 
Alabama  National  Guard.  The  Alabama  story  was  continued  on  the  "NBC 
News  Early  Afternoon  Report"  from  2:25-2:30  p.m.  A  report  that 
Governor  Wallace  would  step  aside  in  view  of  the  federal  order  was 
carried  in  a  bulletin  at  3:30  p.m. 

The  Alabama  situation  was  updated  with  a  map  of  the  campus 
in  a  special  program  from  4-4:05  p.m.  The  NBC  News  coverage  continued 
on  the  "NBC  News  Afternoon  Report"  from  4:25-4:30  p.m. 

Later  developments  including  the  arrival  of  federal  troops  and 
the  governor's  departure  were  presented  in  a  special  program  from  5:19  tc 
5:49  p.m.  NBC-TV  was  the  first  network  to  present  tape  coverage  of 
these  developments.  Additional  coverage  was  presented  in  a  special 
program  from  6-6:10  p.m.  More  than  half  of  "The  Hunt ley -Brinkley 
Report"  from  6:45-7  p.m.  was  devoted  to  the  Alabama  crisis. 

Highlights  of  the  entire  day's  events  were  presented  on  the 
special  program  beginning  at  7:30  p.m.  Following  the  President's 
speech,  NBC  News  correspondents  Vanocur  and  Herbert  Kaplow  in  Washington 
and  Valerian!,  Abernethy  and  Tom  Pettit  in  Tuscaloosa  commented  on  the 
integration  situation  and  the  President's  remarks. 

In  addition  to  summarizing  the  day's  events,  "Chet  Huntley 
Reporting"  presented  film  coverage  of  a  meeting  at  which  segregationalist 
Edward  Fields  of  the  States  Right  Committee  spoke  and  President  Kennedy 
was  burned  in  effigy.  The  program  also  presented  an  exclusive  inter¬ 
view  with  Mrs.  Autherine  Lucy  Foster  in  Tyler,  Tex.,  whose  attempt  to 
enroll  at  the  University  of  Alabama  seven  years  ago  precipitated  an

Tho  NBC  Radio  Network  presented  full  coverage  of  the  events  in 
Alabama,  including  both  confrontations  between  Governor  Wallace  and 
federal  officials.  Two  NBC  News  correspondents,  Thomas  Pettit  and 
Robert  Abernethy,  reported  from  Tuscaloosa.  In  addition,  NBC  Radio 
carried  President  Kennedy’s  address  live  and  presented  a  special 
program  featuring  correspondent  Ed  Gough  as  anchorman  at  9:05-9:30  p.m. 
EDT.

First  films  taken  at  the  home  of  Southern  Negro  leader 
Medger  Evers,  who  was  shot  and  killed  early  today  outside  his  Jackson, 
Miss.,  house  were  shown  on  NBC-TV!s  "Today"  show  this  morning,  Wednesday 
June  12,  during  the  programs  8  a.m.  news  segment. 

Evers  was  shot  about  1:30  a.m.  as  he  stepped  out  of  his  car 
after  returning  home  from  an  integration  rally.  He  was  a  field 
secretary  of  the  National  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Colored 
People . 

The  film  showed  Evers*  home  and  car,  parked  on  the  driveway, 
and  a  glass-paneled  door  that  was  shattered  by  the  bullet  which  killed 
him.  Also  shown  was  Mrs.  Evers,  who  was  being  comforted  by  neighbors. 

The  film  was  made  by  cameraman  Cliff  Bingham  of  Station  WIBT 
in  Jackson,  an  NBC-TV  affiliate.  It  was  fed  to  the  NBC-TV  Network  from 
the  station.  A  live  audio  report  by  WIBT  newsman  Hagen  Thompson 
accompanied  the  film  report. 

"Today"  also  devoted  the  entire  8-9  a.m.  program  segment  to 
interviews  with  guests  Lena  Horne  and  Roy  Wilkins,  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  NAACP,  on  the  subject  of  the  Negro’s  struggle  for  civil  rights. 

Both  guests  also  commented  on  the  death  of  Evers  earlier  that 
morning.  Wilkins  expressed  the  hope  that  there  would  be  no  violence 
as  a  result.  Evers  was  respected  and  loved  by  a  great  many  people  in

Mississippi  and  outside  the  state,  said  Wilkins.  "It  would  be  my 
guess  that  people  would  be  angry,  and  resentful,  and  shocked  and 
stunned  and  that  they  would  have  a  tendency  to  strike  back.  I  hope 
they  won*t." 

Miss  Horne,  who  met  Evers  recently  while  she  was  in  Jackson 
for  a  rally,  described  him  as  a  "very  warm  and  very  vital  man."  "That 
my  life  would  be  touched  by  his,"  she  said,  "only  inspires  me  to  try 
not  to  hate  and  to  try  to  be  purposeful  in  a  kind  of  battle  I  think  we 
have  to  wage."

The  year:  1955.  The  month:  June.  The  day:  Sunday.  One 
minute  to  3  p.m.  NYT  found  Dave  Garroway  nervously  pacing  Radio 
Central  in  the  RCA  Building.  A  3  p.m.,  over  the  NBC  Radio  Network, 
Garroway  greeted  millions  throughout  the  country:  "Welcome.  You  are 
on  the  Monitor  Beacon." 

With  NBC-TV  covering  the  first  hour  of  this  momentous  event 
in  radio,  "Monitor"  thus  became  the  first  and  only  network  radio  week¬ 
end  program  service.  The  following  Friday,  "Monitor"  began  its 
continuous  weekend  broadcasting  schedule.  This  month,  eight  years 
later,  "Monitor,"  now  heard  Saturdays  and  Sundays  in  five  three-hour 
blocks,  celebrates  its  eighth  birthday.

Same -Day  Reports  Will  Be  Transmitted  via  Relay  and  Telstar; 

Full-Hour  Color  Special  to  Evaluate  Results  of  Mission 

FOR  RELEASE  MONDAY  A.M. ,  JUNE  17 

NBC  News  will  cover  President  Kennedy's  trip  to  Europe  in  12 
NBC -TV  programs  totaling  five  hours  and  20  minutes.  They  will  include 
one  program  each  day  of  the  President's  journey  and  a  full-hour  color 
special  evaluating  the  results  of  his  mission. 

William  R.  McAndrew,  Executive  Vice  President  in  charge  of 
NBC  News,  said  that  each  program  would  show  events  of  the  President's 
full  day  in  Europe  that  same  evening.  He  said  that  this  same -day  cover¬ 
age  would  be  made  possible  by  using  20  passes  of  the  Relay  and  Telstar 
communications  satellites,  lines  of  the  Eurovision  network,  and  the 
exclusive  NBC-BBC  cable  film  system. 

The  NBC  News  team  covering  the  trip  will  include  50 
correspondents,  cameramen  and  technicians  using  five  mobile  tape  units. 
In  addition,  NBC  News  has  made  special  arrangements  with  the  national 
television  systems  in  West  Germany,  Ireland,  Great  Britain  and  Italy  for 
use  of  their  equipment  and  access  to  their  coverage.

ON  U.S.  SUPREME  COURT’S  DECISION  REGARDING 
PRAYER  AND  BIBLE  READING  IN  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

NBC  News  will  present  a  special  half-hour  TV  program  on  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court’s  decision  dealing  with  prayer  and  Bible 
reading  in  public  schools. 

The  court  is  expected  to  hand  down  its  decision  Monday, 

June  17,  the  final  day  in  this  court  session,  in  which  case  the  program 
will  be  carried  that  night  at  10  EDT  on  NBC-TV.  If  the  court  postpones 
a  ruling  until  a  later  session,  the  program  will  also  be  postponed. 

The  court’s  ruling  involves  two  cases.  The  suit  dealing  with 
Bible  reading  was  brought  by  Mrs.  Madalyn  Murray,  and  her  son,  William 
J.  Murray  III,  against  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  Baltimore. 
The  school  board  has  made  mandatory  the  reading  of  a  chapter  of  the 
Bible  and/or  the  Lord’s  Prayer  in  class  each  day. 

The  second  suit  involves  the  family  of  Edward  L.  Schempp  and 
the  Abington  Township  School  District  in  Pennsylvania.  Pennsylvania 
state  law  requires  the  reading  of  Biblical  passages  in  public  schools, 
and  the  Schempps  contested  the  act.  A  state  court  upheld  the  Schempps 
and  the  Abington  District  appealed  to  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court. 

Frank  McGee  will  narrate  the  program  which  will  be  produced 
by  Chet  Hagan.

AT  THE  FINISH 

Jack  Nicklaus  trying  for  a  second  straight  National  Open 
Championship,  Arnold  Palmer  seeking  his  second  Open  crown,  Sam  Snead 
still  trying  to  win  the  only  major  title  to  elude  him  during  a  great 
golfing  career  --  these  are  a  few  of  the  possible  windups  that  could 
mark  the  action  at  the  four  final  holes  of  the  1963  National  Open  at 
The  Country  Club  in  Brookline,  Mass.,  to  be  covered  by  NBC-TV  Saturday, 
June  22: 

Here  is  a  description  of  the  finishing  holes  to  be  covered 
in  the  NBC-TV  golf  telecast: 

No.  13  --  420  yards,  par  4.  This  straightaway  hole  has  a 
paved  road  bisecting  the  fairway  about  300  yards  from  the  tee.  The 
narrow  green  slopes  from  back  to  front,  and  traps  lie  on  both  sides. 

No.  16  --  175  yards,  par  3.  This  is  the  shortest  hole  on  the 
course.  A  large  bunker  slashes  across  the  right  front  of  the  green, 
which  is  sharply  contoured. 

No,  17  --  365  yards,  par  4.  This  hole  doglegs  to  the  left 
around  a  pair  of  bunkers  about  250  yards  from  the  tee.  A  large  elm 
tree  guards  the  right  side  of  the  green,  which  has  severe  undulations. 
This  is  a  good  birdie  hole  --  but  some  hitters  tempted  to  drive  across 
the  traps  at  the  corner  of  the  dogleg  will  catch  the  traps  and  a  bogey. 

No.  18  --  385  yards,  par  4.  This  straightaway  hole  has  a  dirt 
track  used  for  horse  races  before  1930  crossing  in  front  of  the  tee  and 
green.  The  fairway  is  narrowed  by  high  rough  on  both  sides,  and 
approach  shots  from  the  right  may  become  tangled  in  the  large  sagging 
elm  tree  guarding  that  side  of  the  elevated  green.  A  large  trap 
guards  the  front  of  the  green.

Baseball’s  34th  All-Star  Game,  to  be  played  at  Cleveland 
Stadium  Tuesday,  July  9,  will  be  carried  by  the  NBC  Television  and 
Radio  Networks,  with  the  TV  coverage  in  color.  Air  times  on  both  TV 
and  radio  will  be  12:45  p.m.  EDT  —  15  minutes  before  game  time. 

NBC’s  dual  coverage  will  be  co-sponsored  by  Chrysler 
Corporation,  through  Young  &  Rubicam,  and  Gillette  Safety  Razor 
Company,  through  Maxon  Inc. 

For  the  first  time  since  1958,  only  one  All-Star  Game  is 
scheduled  this  year.  NBC  has  televised  every  All-Star  classic  since

Harsch,  Kenneth  Bernstein  and  Russell  Jones  throughout  yesterday  kept 
television  viewers  informed  of  Prime  Minister  Macmillan's  appearance 
before  the  House  of  Commons,  the  debate  on  the  House  floor  and  the  vote 
of  321  to  252  in  support  of  the  government ' s  handling  of  the  security 
aspects  of  the  scandal.

NBC  News  covered  the  first  day’s  balloting  for  a  new  Pope 
on  Thursday,  June  20,  in  special  bulletins  and  regular  news  programs 
on  NBC-TV  and  Radio. 

NBC  News  was  first  on  the  air,  at  12:04  p.m.  with  live 
transmission  of  television  tape  in  Rome  showing  the  negative  results 
of  the  morning  balloting.  The  exclusive  pictures,  taped  in  Rome,  were 
carried  on  NBC-TV  live  from  the  Relay  communications  satellite.  Merrill 
Mueller  was  the  reporter. 

In  a  bulletin  heard  on  NBC-TV  and  Radio  at  12:50  p.m., 

Levine  reported  from  Rome  that  the  afternoon’s  voting  failed  to 
result  in  a  new  Pope.  Results  of  the  first  voting  were  reported  in 
regular  news  programs  on  NBC-TV  and  Radio  throughout  the  morning. 

A  special  one-hour  NBC  News  program  on  NBC-TV,  "Conclave 
of  Cardinals"  (7:30  p.m.),  reviewed  the  first  day’s  voting  and  examined 
the  process  of  electing  a  Pope.  NBC  News  correspondent  Prank  McGee 
was  anchorman  and  Chet  Hagan  the  producer.  The  program  included 
scenes  of  the  dark  smoke  from  the  Sistine  Chapel,  taped  earlier, 
indicating  the  day’s  negative  balloting  and  also  film  reports  by 
Levine  and  Mueller  on  the  history  of  the  Vatican  and  the  Papacy.  In 
New  York,  McGee  interviewed  Monsignor  Henry  Beck,  Professor  of  Church 
History  at  the  Immaculate  Conception  Seminary,  on  the  history  of  the 
Papacy.  In  NBC’s  Washington  studios,  correspondent  Robert  Goralski 
spoke  with  Father  John  F.  Cronin  of  the  National  Catholics  Welfare 
Conference,  and  Father  Martin  McCarthy,  S.  J.,  of  Georgetown  University.

One  of  the  most  distinguished  awards  in  the  field  of 
education*  the  National  School  Bell  Award,  was  given  to  the  NBC-TV

Twenty  years  after  Robert  Wogan  convinced  NBC  that  he  was  not 
"too  young,"  he  was  elected  Vice  President,  Programs,  NBC  Radio  Network, 
thus  placing  him  among  the  youngest  in  NBC  history  to  hold  such  a  title. 
His  promotion  this  month  occurred  almost  20  years  to  the  day  after  he 
began  with  NBC. 

"Too  young"  was  what  Bob  was  told  when  at  16,  he  applied  for 
a  job  as  a  page  with  NBC.  He  was  advised  to  continue  his  schooling  at 
the  High  School  of  Music  and  Art  in  Manhattan  which  he  did. 

Of  his  youth.  Bob  says,  "uneventful  —  that’s  the  only  way  to 
describe  it.  I  was  born  in  Manhattan  and  other  than  a  brief  sojourn  in 
the  Bronx,  I  have  always  lived  here.  I  was  born  Oct.  13,  1925,  an  only 
child  intent  on  a  career  in  music  until  I  realized  I  had  little  chance 
of  accomplishing  my  goal  as  a  musician.  Nonetheless  I  studied  the 
violin  for  thirteen  years.  As  a  teenager,  I  played  with  the  New  York 
City  Orchestra  as  their  first  violinist." 

At  18,  Wogan  joined  NBC  as  a  page  on  the  Guest  Relations  staff. 
Within  the  year,  he  was  appointed  Assistant  Manager  of  Guest  Relations. 

In  19^5,  he  was  promoted  to  Supervisor  of  the  Night  Announcing  Staff, 
a  position  that  found  Bob  tending  to  many  things  that  occurred  after 
closing  hours  of  the  business  day.  He  was  also  responsible  for  the 
coordination  of  music  clearance  and  sound  effects.

Prom  this  position,  Wogan  moved  to  the  program  department  as 
Operations  Assistant.  "This  job,"  states  Bob,  "was  to  assist  the 
Operations  Manager  in  carrying  out  the  programming  schedule  and  checking 
out  all  broadcasting  discrepancies  that  occurred  during  the  day.  In 
addition  to  these  responsibilities,  Wogan  assumed  the  responsibilities 
of  a  student  once  again,  attending  Columbia  University  for  specialized 
courses  in  radio  and  television. 

Night  Program  Supervisor  was  the  next  position  Wogan  held. 

He  then  became  Eastern  Program  Manager  and  soon  thereafter  Manager  of 
Program  Operations.  In  this  capacity.  Bob  booked  the  entire  weekend 
schedule  and  special  programs.  He  also  created  titles  and  programs 
including  the  "I  love  my  radio"  jingles. 

Among  the  shows  Wogan  conceived  (and  also  produced  or 
directed  --  sometimes  both)  were  the  award  winning  "Biography  in  Sound," 
the  science-fiction  series  "X  Minus  1,"  "Recollections,"  the  two-hour 
special  "Christmas  1955"  (which  starred  Helen  Hayes,  Tallulah  Bankhead 
and  Gregory  Peck  among  others),  "Portrait  of  a  City"  (a  weekly  tour 
of  one  of  Americans  urban  areas)  and  "What’s  the  Score?"  "The  Stan 
Kenton  Concerts,"  which  emanated  "live"  from  wherever  Kenton  was 
performing,  was  another  Wogan  creation. 

In  19^1,  Wogan  was  named  Director  of  Programs.  In  this 
area,  he  developed  for  "Monitor,"  NBC  Radio’s  weekend  service,  "Comedy 
Time"  and  the  award-winners,  "Know  Your  FBI,"  "Justice"  and  "National 
Alert."  Wogan  also  innovated  the  "Birthday  Salutes,"  tributes  to  lead¬ 
ing  personalities  on  their  birthdays. 

In  June  1963,  Wogan  was  named  a  Vice  President.  As  such, 
he  is  responsible  for  every  program  on  the  NBC  Radio  Network.  One  of  his

pet  projects,  in  addition  to  "Monitor,”  is  "Toscanini  --  The  Man  Behind 
the  Legend, "  which  utilizes  material  from  the  files  of  Walter  Toscanini, 
the  maestro’s  son.  Wogan 's  love  of  music  finds  him  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Inter lochen  Arts  Academy. 

Another  favorite  task  of  the  past  year  for  Wogan  was  producing 
the  entertainment  portion  of  the  Bob  Hope  Gold  Medal  Award  Dinner  held 
in  March  for  the  International  Radio  and  Television  Society  of  which 
he  is  a  member. 

Still  a  resident  of  Manhattan,  Wogan  lives  in  "just  another 
apartment  --  nothing  spectacular  or  unusual. ”  Although  he  no  longer 
plays  the  violin*  music  is  still  an  integral  part  of  his  life. 

Relaxation  to  Bob  is  turning  to  and  then  turning  on  one  of  the 
recordings  in  his  vast  music  library.  Other  relaxed  moments  find  Bob, 
when  weather  permits,  somewhere  on  the  water  —  preferably  sailing.

MORE  TOP  PERFORMERS  JOIN  'THE  LIVELY  ONES' 

Mel  Torme,  jazz  saxophonist  Stan  Getz  and  guitarist  Eduardo 
Sasson  have  been  signed  by  producer-director  Barry  Shear  to  appear  in 
segments  of  the  1963  series  of  "The  Lively  Ones,"  NBC-TV  color 
musical  show  which  begins  Thursday,  July  23  (9:30-10  p.m.  EDT).  Singer 
Vic  Damone  is  star  and  host  of  the  series. 

Known  primarily  as  a  singer,  Torme  is  also  a  composer, 
choral  arranger,  actor,  pianist  and  drummer.  His  singing  career 
began  when  he  was  four  years  old.  A  year  later  he  learned  to  play  the 
drums.  At  eight  he  was  a  radio  actor,  and  at  15  he  wrote  the  song, 
’’Lament  to  Love,  "  which  was  recorded  by  Les  Brown,  Harry  James  and  Dick 
Haymes.  Torme  also  has  many  movie  roles  to  his  credit. 

Getz  was  just  21  when  he  won  the  Metronome  Jazz  poll  as 
’’Top  Tenorman  of  19^9*  M  an  award  he  has  won  every  year  since.  Down 
Beat  magazine  voted  him  the  "Best  Jazz  Musician  of  1962,"  and  he  has 
won  nearly  every  other  award  presented  in  the  jazz  field.  He  has 
played  with  Benny  Goodman  and  Woody  Herman,  among  others,  and  in 
1957-58  he  toured  with  "Jazz  at  the  Philharmonic."  Getz  is  credited 
with  touching  off  the  bossa  nova  craze  in  America. 

Columbian-born  Sasson  speaks  and  writes  10  languages,  and 
once  worked  for  the  United  Nations  in  Geneva  as  an  interpreter.  He  has 
no  formal  music  education,  but  his  classical-popular-flamenco  guitar¬ 
playing  and  his  ability  to  sing  in  several  languages  have  made  him  a 
big  hit  in  Southern  California,  where  he  began  his  professional  career.

RUSSIA'S  SNOW  PLOWS  SENT  TO  TROPICAL  GUINEA  INDICATE  SOVIET 
FOREIGN  AID  CAPABLE  OF  FIASCOS,  NBC'S  ELIE  ABEL  COMMENTS 

Russia  has  sent  snow  plows  to  tropical  Guinea,  indicating 
their  foreign  aid  program  is  easily  capable  of  fiascos,  reported 
Elie  Abel,  NBC  News'  State  Department  correspondent. 

Abel,  speaking  before  the  International  Consumer  Credit 
Conference  June  20  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  also  revealed  the  Soviets 
sent  a  shipment  of  2,500,000  screwdrivers  to  another  country  that  had 
a  population  of  only  3,000,000. 

"The  Soviet  aid  program  to  Guinea,"  Abel  said,  has  given 
"comfort  even  to  those  Americans  who  feel  their  own  aid  program 
has  been  badly  administered,  who  recall  with  horror  the  shipments 
of  weight -reducing  food  to  Laos,  and  the  road  in  Cambodia  that,  quite 
apart  from  leading  nowhere,  buckled  and  collapsed  after  one  heavy 
rain. " 

To  Guinea,  Abel  said  the  Russians  sent  not  only  snow 
plows  but  heaters  and  to  a  country  that  had  no  sewage  plants,  the 
Russians  sent  10,000  toilets. 

"I  don't  mean  to  suggest  that  our  U.  S.  aid  program  has  been 
an  unalloyed  success  in  the  less  developed  countries.  But  it  is  a 
demonstrable  fact  that  the  Russians  --  far  from  being  14  feet  tall  -- 
have  repeated  many  of  our  mistakes  and  devised  a  good  many  of  their  own, 
Abel  said.

NBC-TV* s  color  coverage  of  the  World  Series  of  Golf  will 
be  co-sponsored  by  Zenith  Radio  Corporation  (through  Foote,  Cone  &

Walter  Schwimmer  of  Chicago  will  be  the  executive  producer  of  the 
telecast,  and  Perry  Smith  of  the  NBC  Sports  Department  will  be  the 
producer.

8H  Is  Transformed  into  NBC’s  Newest,  Most  Versatile 
Color  Television  Broadcasting  Facility 

NBC’s  newest  color  facility.  Peacock  Studio,  in  the  RCA 
Building,  New  York,  was  introduced  to  the  Press  today  (June  24),  mark¬ 
ing  another  major  chapter  in  the  history  of  one  of  the  world’s  best- 
known  broadcasting  sites.  The  famous  studio  was  recently  rebuilt 
primarily  for  color  TV  programming,  and  is  now  NBC-TV’s  most  elaborate 
and  most  versatile  color  facility. 

Under  its  former  name  of  8-H,  the  studio  --  10,000  square 
feet  in  area  and  three  stories  in  height  --  was  noted  as  point  of 
origin  for  top  radio  shows  and  --  as  the  medium  of  sight  transmission 
developed  --  for  major  television  programs  too.  Now,  in  its  latest 
transformation,  the  studio  --  with  entrances  on  the  eighth  and  ninth 
floors  --  represents  an  ultra-modern  addition  to  the  NBC-TV  Network’s 
color  facilities. 

The  change  in  name  was  accompanied  by  a  wall-to-wall, 
floor-to-ceiling  transformation  to  accommodate  color  television. 

Named  after  the  famous  NBC-TV  color  insignia,  and  equipped  with  the 
latest  color  production  facilities.  Peacock  Studio  stands  as  a  symbol 
of  the  development  of  color  TV. 

From  Nov.  11,  1933,  to  May  14,  1962,  the  studio  was  known 
as  8-H.  It  was  constructed  to  provide  NBC  with  a  gigantic  production 

(more ) 
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area  in  which  even  a  three-ring  circus  could  be  staged.  When  it 
opened,  it  was  the  largest  radio  studio  in  the  world. 

Arturo  Toscanini  began  conducting  the  NBC  Symphony 
Orchestra  in  1937  in  the  studio.  And  while  several  hundred  people 
attended  each  week’s  concert  in  the  studio,  the  nation  listened  via 
NBC  Radio.  The  hall  also  was  the  origination  point  for  many  other 
radio  favorites  including  Eddie  Cantor’s  variety  shows,  "Fleischmann *s 
Hour"  with  Rudy  Vallee,  "Kraft  Music  Hall"  with  A1  Jolson,  and  programs 
of  Fred  Allen,  Ed  Wynn,  Bob  Hope  and  Paul  Whiteman. 

The  studio  was  rebuilt  for  black-and-white  television  in 
1950.  In  the  years  that  followed,  many  all-time  television  hits  were 
broadcast  live  from  the  studio.  Presented  were  quality  dramas  on 
"Robert  Montgomery  Presents"  and  "Kraft  Television  Theatre,"  popular 
music  on  "Your  Hit  Parade,"  classical  music  of  the  NBC  Opera  Company, 
comedy  on  "Mr.  Peepers"  with  Wally  Cox,  a  wide  range  of  special  events 
including  NBC-TV’s  election  coverage,  and  memorable  Toscanini-NBC 
Symphony  television  concerts.  Each  event  enhanced  the  studio’s 
reputation  as  the  industry’s  most  versatile. 

But  no  studio  change  increased  its  versatility  more  than 
the  installation  of  color  facilities  included  in  the  over-all 
renovation,  started  in  May,  1962. 

'William  H.  Trevarthen,  NBC  Vice  President,  Operations 
and  Engineering,  credits  James  Wilson,  Director  of  Engineering,  and 
his  staff  for  building  Peacock  Studio.  Joseph  J.  Arnone,  Manager, 
Design  and  Construction,  was  the  architect  and  Allen  Walsh,  Senior 
Project  Engineer,  was  the  project  technical  supervisor. 

Commenting  on  Arnone* s  design,  Trevarthen  said,  "Every 

inch  of  the  studio  is  utilized,  every  physical  requirement  of  a 

superb  studio  has  been  included,  and  Peacock  Studio  will  be  as 

contemporary  10  years  from  now  as  it  is  today."

"Itls  a  directors  dream,  "  according  to  Bernard  I.  Paulson, 
NBC’s  Director  of  Production  Services,  who  has  been  in  the  tele¬ 
vision  industry  since  1949.  "In  Peacock  Studio  the  large  dramatic 
program,  the  lavish  variety  show,  the  audience-participation 
program,  and  the  special  entertainment  or  news  program  which  requires 
live  pickups  from  all  corners  of  the  nation  --  even  Europe  --  have  the 
best  production  facilities  I’ve  ever  seen." 

The  lighting  system  has  an  intensity  greater  than  60  watts 
per  square  foot,  and  a  new  patch  panel  in  the  control  room  regulates 
all  lights. 

The  control  room  was  of  primary  consideration  when  Paulson 
cited  Peacock  Studio  as  a  "director’s  dream."  Paulson’s  observations 
paralleled  those  of  Walsh,  who  said,  "All  the  practical  engineering 
know-how  NBC  has  was  applied  to  the  control  room.  It  can  handle  13 
different  program  origination  sites,  it  has  21  television  monitors, 
and  it  has  the  capacity  to  handle  48  different  microphones  —  each 
individually  controlled." 

The  novel  audience-seating  facilities  accommodate  several 
hundred  people.  Retractable  and operated  by  push-button  control,  10 
tiers  of  seats  can  be  withdrawn  for  programs  requiring  full  use  of  the 
studio  floor  --  like  NBC’s  election  coverage  --  and  extended  for  a 
studio  audience.  For  the  occupants  of  the  seats,  30  loudspeakers  and 
six  21-inch  color  television  monitors  are  mechanically  lowered  from 
the  ceiling. 

Audiences  enter  Peacock  Studio  through  two  new  lobbies  on 
the  ninth  floor  —  an  outer  lobby  of  300  square  feet  and  an  inner 
lobby  of  700  square  feet.  The  decor  of  the  lobbies  includes  color 
photographs  of  many  notable  NBC  personalities.

WITH  SATELLITE  PROGRAM  AND  NEW  *  SUNDAY  REPORT1  ON  NBC -TV 

Highlights  of  the  first  day  of  President  Kennedy’s  tour 
of  Europe,  which  included  a  meeting  with  West  German  Chancellor 
Konrad  Adenauer,  were  presented  in  a  special  NBC  News  television 
program  Sunday,  June  23  (6:30-7  p.m.  EDT). 

The  program,  premiere  of  a  new  series,  "Ray  Scherer’s 
Sunday  Report,"  featured  tapes  of  the  President’s  arrival  Sunday  in 
Cologne  and  Bonn.  The  tapes  were  transmitted  to  this  country  Sunday 
at  11  a.m.  EDT  by  the  Relay  satellite,  and  at  3  p.m.  EDT  via  Telstar. 

The  11  a.m.  feed,  which  lasted  eight  minutes,  was  broadcast  live  on 
NBC-TV.  The  Telstar  feed  was  taped,  and  both  transmissions  were  used 
on  "Sunday  Report." 

President  Kennedy  was  also  seen  arriving  for  a  formal  dinner 
at  Chancellor  Adenauer’s  residence  in  Bonn,  the  Schaumburg  Palace. 
Viewers  saw  the  President  greet  West  Berlin  Mayor  Willy  Brandt  and 
West  German  Vice  Chancellor  Ludwig  Erhard. 

Scherer,  who  is  covering  the  President’s  trip,  was  seen 
on  "Sunday  Report"  as  he  reported  from  Bonn.  The  program  was  anchored 
in  New  York  by  NBC  News’  Edwin  Newman.  NBC  News’  Welles  Hangen  also 
participated  in  the  program,  in  a  filmed  report  from  West  Berlin.

Two  NBC  News  specials  on  events  in  the  Vatican  --  one  a  full- 
hour  color  program  covering  developments  from  the  daath  of'  Pope 
John  XXIII  through  the  coronation  of  Pope  Paul  VI  --  will  be 
presented  on  the  NBC -TV  Network. 

The  full -hour  program,  featuring  NBC  News 
correspondent  Chet  Huntley  as  anchorman,  will 
culminate  in  the  colorful  ceremonies  surrounding  the 
coronation  of  the  new  Pope.  The  program  will  be 
telecast  Thursday,  July  4  (7:30-8:30  p.m.

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The  color  special  July  4,  which  will  be  produced  by  Gerald 
Green,  is  being  filmed  by  three  NBC  News  color  crews.  It  will  begin 
with  scenes  of  the  crowds  standing  vigil  in  St.  Peter's  Square  on  the 
night  of  the  death  of  Pope  John.  The  program  will  show  the  papal 
funeral  procession,  and  will  cover  events  during  the  interregnum 
between  the  death  of  Pope  John  and  the  naming  of  Pope  Paul. 

The  cardinals  will  be  shown  gathering  in  Rome  for  the  conclave 
to  name  a  new  Pope.  There  will  be  scenes  of  the  preparations  for 
the  conclave  and  a  review  of  earlier  pontificates  and  earlier  conclaves. 
Other  sequences  will  include  scenes  of  the  crowds  waiting  for  the 
results  of  the  secret  voting,  the  announcement  of  the  naming  of  a  new 
Pope,  the  first  blessing  by  Pope  Paul,  his  first  address  June  23, 
and  his  coronation  June  30. 

The  program  is  being  filmed  by  special  crews  that  include 
cameramen  Adrian  Console,  Chris  Callery  and  Harry  Thoess.  John 
Teeple  is  the  film  editor. 

The  June  30  program  pre-empts  "Ensign  O’Toole."  The  July  4 
program  pre-empts  "Wide  Country."

PUREX  TO  SPONSOR  ’THE  VOICE  OF  THE  DESERT,'  NBC-TV  COLOR  PROGRAM 

The  Sonoran  Desert  of  Arizona  as  viewed  by  Joseph  Wood 
Krutch,  one  of  America's  great  naturalists  and  philosophers,  will  be 
the  subject  of  a  full-hour  NBC  News  special  program  in  color  Thursday, 
Aug.  22  on  NBC-TV  (10-11  p.m.  EDT) . 

The  filmed  program,  "The  Voice  of  the  Desert, "  visualizes 
selections  from  Professor  Krutch' s  writings  as  he  reads  them.  An 
original  musical  score  by  Ezra  Lederman  accompanies  the  narration. 
Gerald  Green  is  producer  and  Joseph  Zigman  director  of  the  program, 
which  is  sponsored  by  the  Purex  Corporation  (through  Edward  H.  Weiss 
&  Co . ) . 

After  a  long  career  as  professor  of  dramatic  literature  at 
Columbia  University,  drama  critic,  philosopher,  essayist  and  bio¬ 
grapher,  Professor  Krutch,  now  69,  found  a  new  life  in  the  desert  about 
15  years  ago.  He  settled  near  Tucson  for  reasons  of  health  and  to 
fulfill  his  lifelong  interest  in  the  desert. 

The  program  includes  Professor  Krutch *s  tribute  to  the 
outlandish  boogum  tree  and  his  praise  for  the  giant  saguaro  cactus, 
the  symbol  of  the  Sonoran  Desert.  Other  sequences  show  the 
mysterious,  abandoned  cliff  dwellings  of  ancient  Indians,  the 
incredible  tapestry  of  Spring  wild  flowers,  and  Krutch  gingerly 
examining  a  scorpion,  the  desert's  least  popular  dweller.  But,

Krutch  explains,  this  is  "a  creature  who  has  been  going  about  his 
business,  such  as  it  is,  far  longer  than  any  dinosaur  went  about 
dinosaur  business." 

"By  fortunate  accident,"  explains  Krutch,  "I  found  the 
ideal  spot:  a  home  not  10  miles  from  a  medium-size  town,  but  plumb 
in  the  middle  of  hundreds  of  acres  of  desert,  untouched  except  for  an 
occasional  artificial  oasis  where  someone  put  a  home.  To  the  north, 
only  a  few  miles  away,  there  rises  a  bold  range  of  mountains,  bare 
except  for  the  scattered  green  dots  which  represent  clumps  of 
unconquerable  shrubbery.  In  every  other  direction,  the  vista  is 
closed  only  by  the  horizon’s  edge,  to  which  the  nearly  level  desert 
stretches  away." 

There  Krutch  added  to  an  already  long  and  distinguished 
list  of  books,  biographies,  criticisms  and  philosophy,  a  remarkable 
collection  of  nature  writings  that  recorded  his  thoughts  and  observa¬ 
tions  on  his  surroundings.  Among  the  books  are  "The  Voice  of  the 
Desert,"  "The  Desert  Years,"  "The  Great  Chain  of  Life,"  "Grand 
Canyon:  Today  and  All  Its  Yesterdays"  and  "The  Forgotten  Peninsula." 

"Professor  Krutch’ s  writings  are  not  merely  background 
for  beautiful  color  photography  of  birds,  animals,  wild  flowers,  cacti 
--  all  the  exciting  life  of  the  desert,"  Green  said.  "They  present 
the  striking  philosophy  of  a  sensitive  witness  to  God’s  work  and 
nature’s  beauty.  For  Krutch  is  no  ordinary  naturalist,  no  collector 
of  dead  birds.  Rather,  he  is  a  man  with  a  great  sense  of  joy  and 
enthusiasm  for  the  living.  He  sees  the  wild  creatures  of  the  desert 
as  part  of  a  grand  plan.  He  has  no  reluctance  to  criticize  his 
fellow  man,  the  destroyer  of  the  wilderness."

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ROBERT  W.  SARNOFP  URGES  PERMANENT  END  OP  EQUAL- TIME  REQUIREMENT 
SO  BROADCASTERS  CAN  FUNCTION  AT  PULL  CAPACITY  TO  INFORM 

PUBLIC  ON  POLITICAL  CANDIDATES  AND  ISSUES 
Testifies  Before  Senate  Subcommittee  on  Communications 

WASHINGTON*  June  2 6  --  Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company,  called  today  for  the 
permanent  end  of  the  equal-time  requirement  so  broadcasters  can 
function  at  full  capacity  in  informing  the  public  on  political 
candidates  and  issues. 

Testifying  before  the  Subcommittee  on  Communications  of 
the  Senate  Commerce  Committee,  chaired  by  Sen.  John  0.  Pastore 
(D.-R.  I.),  Mr.  Sarnoff  said  broadcasters1  long  history  of  fairness 
and  responsibility  in  political  campaigns  justified  their  full  freedom 
from  the  equal-time  restriction. 

"This  is  no  more  than  a  request  that  broadcasters  be  as 
free  to  apply  mature,  responsible  judgments  in  the  coverage  of 
political  campaigns  as  they  now  are  in  all  other  areas  of  public 
concern,"  he  asserted.  "It  is  a  request  that  they  be  permitted  to  do 
more,  not  less,  in  bringing  vital  information  to  the  people.  And  it  is 
ironic  that  at  a  time  when  broadcasters  are  accused  by  some  of  taking 
their  public  responsibilities  lightly  that  a  legal  stumbling  block 
stands  in  the  way  of  the  full  exercise  of  these  responsibilities." 

Mr.  Sarnoff  said  the  temporary  suspension  of  the  equal¬ 
time  provision  for  Presidential  and  Vice  Presidential  candidates  in 
I960  permitting  the  four  televised  encounters  between  John  P.  Kennedy 
and  Richard  M.  Nixon  had  "provided  a  wealth  of  evidence  in  support  of 
the  ability  of  television  and  radio  to  serve  as  a  vital  instrument  in

Of  three  bills  before  the  Communications  Subcommittee  for 
consideration,  Mr.  Sarnoff  expressed  preference  for  a  proposal  intro¬ 
duced  by  Sen.  Vance  Hartke  (D.-Ind.)  that  would  remove  the  equal¬ 
time  requirement  from  Section  315  of  the  Communications  Act.  Next  in 
order  of  preference,  he  said,  were  bills  introduced  by  Chairman 
Pastore.  The  first  would  end  permanently  the  equal-time  restriction 
with  respect  to  candidates  for  President,  Vice  President,  U.  S. 

Senator  and  Representative  and  Governor.  The  other  would  suspend  the 
equal-time  provision  for  candidates  for  President  and  Vice  President 
during  the  1964  campaign. 

The  NBC  Board  Chairman  emphasized  that  despite  these 
preferences  broadcasters  would  welcome  whatever  relief  from  the 
equal-time  restriction  they  could  obtain. 

He  said  that  in  view  of  the  industry *s  performance  in 
I960  he  found  it  impossible  to  believe  it  would  not  be  granted  at 
least  equal  freedom  in  1964.  NBC,  he  said,  has  commissioned  the 
American  Political  Science  Association  to  conduct  a  study  aimed  at 
proposing  improvements  in  the  procedures  and  formats  of  broadcast 
debates  between  Presidential  candidates,  so  that  this  form  of 
appearance  by  candidates  can  be  developed  for  the  greatest  benefit 
to  voters.  He  reported  that  the  Association  has  selected  a  group  of 
eminent  political  scientists  and  communications  experts  to  carry  out 
the  study,  which  already  is  under  way. 

"Let  me  emphasize  the  obvious,"  he  added.  "The  study  will 
not  serve  any  business  advantage  of  broadcasters  but  can  be  of  in¬ 
valuable  help  in  devising  the  best  possible  means  of  employing  our 
modern  communications  techniques  to  impart  information  on  candidates 
and  issues  to  the  electorate.  Indeed  it  is  this  purpose,  and  this 
purpose  alone,  that  motivates  me  to  urge  again  that  serious  and

favorable  consideration  be  given  to  the  permanent  removal  of  the  equal - 
time  demands  of  Section  315>  not  only  for  Presidential  and  Vice 
Presidential  candidates  but  for  all  candidates  at  all  levels." 

Mr.  Sarnoff  noted  that  a  bill  passed  by  the  House  of 
Representatives  last  week  would  limit  suspension  of  equal-time  to 
Presidential  and  Vice  Presidential  candidates  and  during  the  75  days 
prior  to  Election  Day  --  the  period  following  the  major  party 
conventions.  He  pointed  out  that  this  limitation  would  have  the 
effect  of  curtailing  broadcast  coverage  of  important  pre -convention 
political  activity.

NBC-TV  was  the  only  network  to  carry  a  live  "Relay"  satellite 
transmission  covering  President  Kennedy 's  address  to  the  Irish 
Parliament  today  (Friday,  June  28,  11:19-11:33  a.m.  EDT). 

The  telecast  included  the  Introduction  of  the  President  and 
the  first  10  minutes  of  his  address.  It  marked  the  first  live  satellite 
coverage  of  his  European  tour  and  the  first  time  television  coverage 
has  been  permitted  inside  the  Irish  Parliament. 

NBC  News  correspondent  Edwin  Newman  provided  the  opening  and 
closing  commentary  on  the  telecast.
